Ganadian Beds Are Being Revived on 
~ Eastern Coast. 

-» Vigorous effort is being made to 
revive the Canadian oyster industry 
in the Maritime: Provinces, 

An agreement has been reached be- 
tween the Dominion Government and 
the Maritime Provinces regarding the 
title to shore fisheries in the Istter,

the shells were most numerous, often 
upon the very oyster beds themselves. 
The value of mussel mud as a ferti- 
lizer is problematical, since if 
without copious animal or other ni- 
trates its lime extract the nitrogen 
from the land disastrously. It is un- 
questionably a \soil stimulant, how- 
ever, and for many years the farmers 
disputed with the fishermen on the 
contention that the oyster industry 
was less important than the mud dig- 
ging. In’1877 Governmental experts 
recommended that no mud be dredged 
within 60 yards of a living oyster 
bed, and in 1892 a regulation was put 
in force prohibiting digging within 
200 yards of oyster beds. This restric 
tion has now shown iteelf beneficial to 
‘the industry.” 

A good measure of success for Cans- 
dian Mire culture is foreshadowed 
not only by the experience of oyster 
farmers in the United States, France, 
England ‘and Japan, but also by the 
experiments conducted here by the 
Dominion Government and by private 
enterprise. Capt. Ernest Kemp, the

ALLIANCE WITH THE UNITED STATES. 


A ratherl startling suggestion appears in the 
current Canadian Courier, (Ind. Con.) to the effect 
that Canada should make a working arrangement 
with the United States for a joint defence of the 
Pacific Coast of this continent in case of Asiatic 
invasion. The editorial of the Courier argues thus : 

“How to avoid injuring Japanese dignity and 
yet to prevent Japan from getting a foothold on 
‘this continent is one of the great American prob- 
lems. Canada is:vitally interested. It has been 
said that when Great ‘Britain is at war, Canada is 
at war. It may also be said with equal truth that 
when the United States is invaded“ by an Asiatic 
power Canada is invaded. 

“Personally, I believe that Canada’s next ‘fight 
will be against Japanese soldiers. The late Homer 
Léa, in his “Valour of Ignorance, showed fairly 
conclusively that there is grave danger of a war be~ 
tween Japan and the United States, In such a war, 
Canada could not remain neutral. Indeed, there 
are Canadiare who are willing now to make a 
treat. with the United States as to naval and mili- 
tary defence in case such a war should occur. 

“Tt will be urged at once that we are bound by 
the British-Japanese alliance. That treaty expires 
ia 1915, and we have no guarantee that it will be 
renewed. Moreover, our treaty of joint-defence, 
with the United States, could be made subject to 
our duties and obligations under existing treaties 
between Japan and Britain. - 


“May the Canadian Courier respectfully sug- . 


gest to Right Hon. Mr. Borden that this question 
should be taken up with the British Government 
at an early date and that permiséion be’ requested 
to confer direct with Washington as to what -joint 
arrangements are advisable should an Asiatic pow~ 
er make a descent on the west coast of America ? 
Great Britain has no adequate naval force of her 
own on the Pacific and no military force. It is 


’ therefore a matter of necessity that Canada should 


arrange with the Unites States for a Pacific Coast 
dcfenee policy. 

“Canada's vital point is her Pacific Coast. Take 
British Columbia out of ‘the red section of the 
North American map and Canada is cut off from 
the Pacific Ocean. The dream of being a great 
continental power with a navy on ecitler ocean, 


’ and of being the great transportation avenue be- 


tween the Orient and the Occident, would be éver. 
Yet British Columbia is guarded by a training ship! 

“If we are not willing to join Australia and 
New Zealand in the defence of the Pacific, then 
let us make an arrangement with the United States. 
When the Panama Canal is opened, the United

ble to go so far as to contribute a yearly sum to- 
wards the upkeep of the United States vessels 
along the Coast; it wonld probably be better (if

of Mr. Watson's appointment as mag- 
strate. Dr. Kaiser, political opponent 
of George Calder, ho got Mr. Watson; 
the magistracy, had-sent the clippings 
and had also written her several 
letters. 

When further questioned, the wit- 
ness admitted that the date of her de- 
parture from California and her ar- 
rival here bad been known to Dr. 
Kaiser. 

Mr. Swanson, Mre. Watson's coun- 
tel, contended that the court was not 
concerned as to who brought the first 
Mrs. Watson to Oshawa to give evi- 
dence. Mr. Watson, he claimed, had 
been shown to be a British subject 
and the prosseatiin therefore did not 
Rave to show that the divorce was not 
valid. A. certificate from Michigan 
showed the second marriage to Mary 
L. Farley in 1908.

as BIRTH RATE OF PARIS. 


The annual report on the birth rate of Paris 
has just been issued by Dr. Bertillon and is the 
most alarming, thus far received. The most 
significant passage which also sums up the 
statistics of the report, reads as follows: 

‘ “The natality is very feeble; the births are 
rarer and rarer. Never has their number been 
so few for over half a century. In 1861, when 
there were 1,696, 141 inhabitants, 13, 570 births 
were registered. whereas. for 1912, witha 
population of 2,870,000, only 48, - 230 births 
were registered.” 

In commenting on the foregoing passage. 
L’Intransigeant says: ‘ 

“Thus it will be seen that while the pop- 
ulation of Paris has nearly doubled in halfa 
century the number of births is even less. If 
the progression on the basis continues, the sit- 
uation will soon become disastrous. Averag- 
ing the last fifty years, only one birth ‘was re- 
gistered in Paris per annum for every sixty-two 
inhabitants, which works out practically at one 


2 for every thirty households.

The firemen and citizens of Chatham

A Distinction About Whict.Landsmen

STEAMER HITS BERG 


Furness Liner Chittern Range Hat 
Miraculous Escape. ; 


MONTREAL, May 13.—Collisior 
with an iceberg in a dense fog wes 
the experience of the Chilteru Range 
of the Furness Line, while on het 
voy from Hull to Montreal. Hes 
bowplates were badly dented by the 
glancing blow she struck the berg, 
and ‘standing away to the eastward 
after the collision, the steamer was 
surrounded by icebergs that could d¢ 
heard, though not seen: ‘The escape 
of the vessel. from comparative injury 
seems to have been nothing short of 
miraculous.) 

Captain Rea, on bis arrival here, 
said: “We were in tude 46.39 N. 
longitude: 44.40 W., were going 
dead slow because of the dense fog 
which prevented us from seeing more 
than a few feet ahead. Suddenly an 
iceberg loomed up to starboard, which 
I estmiated to be at least 150 to 200 
feet high... It-towered above us. The 
vessel touched it with her starboard 
bow, but fortunately the impact only 
badly dented-a couple of her plates. 
The Chiltern Range struck the berg 
glancing blow. No, we did not re- 
verse the engines, or I would not be 
here to teH the tale. We just slid off 
the berg as it were. Had the en- 
nes been reversed, there would prob- 
ornare been a stem-on collision. 

“What I was most afraid of was 
that an underlying spur of the ice 
berg might rip the ship open as was 
the case when the Titanic struck.

Ite sup- 
port was considerably less than half 
the total membership. The bill will 
come before the Senate in a few days. 

The Liberal Chief in his speech 
dealt’ with the underlying principles 
of the whole broad issue.

to reason vain. The policy ‘of con- 
tribution was at variance with the 
historic development of the pire 
under which Imperial unity had been 
made possible by local autonomy. 

he Government had n neither 
frank nor courageous in evolving or 
presenting its policy. Liberalism 
stood for the common defence of the 
Empire just as strongly as did Con- 
servatism; but its orn was one of 
consistency and reliant Canadianism 
throughout.

Mr. Carroll's resolution had a happy

The 
resent bill had been justitied by the 
claim of an emergency which it was 
now admitted did not exist. The 
Canadian dreadnoughts were not- to 
be on the firing line on’ the North 
Sea, but under the Rock of Gibraltar.

Sir Wiltrid then ‘quoted from Mr. 
Churchill’s speech on March 31, to 
prove that the British Government 
would be entirely satisfied with either 
the Borden or the Laurier policy. The 
Admiraity. indeed, had always prefer- 
red a policy of direct contribution, 
but the people of Canada preferred 
a policy of autonomous expansion. 
The ex-Premier said that Canada ow- 
ed a debt to Britain, not because the 
Rritith had loaned money to Cana- 
dians at high interest and on good 
security; not because England in the 
past had defended territory belong- 
ing to her, but because England had 
ziven to Canada representative gov- 
ernirent and free institutions. 

The Prime Minister, in reply, sai.t 
that although Sir Wilfrid Laurier was 
denouncing him for not appealing te 
the people on the naval curstion, Sir 
Wilfrid himself had in 1910, on two 
«ecasions, voted against an appeal to 
tl: people.on his naval service act, 
The Liberals had also in February 
ef this-year voted for the expending 
of $35,000,000 to aid the naval forces 
of the Empire. 

Mr. Borden reminded the House 


that, while it had been debating for | tram 


s* months on the naval bill, Europe 
had been seething with the desire for 
war. England had recognized the dan- 
ger and was preparing for it, yet the 
Opposition was trving to prevent 
Canada from contributing any ald. 
Sir Wilfrid's policy, anid Mr. Bor- 


Canadian navy which would remain 
neutral in time of war, unless other- 
wise directed by order in conncil, the 
navy .to be absolutely distinct from 
the British navy. 

“That means,” said Mr. Borden. 
“that we are to share in the benefits 
derived from being a part of the Brit- 
ish Empire in times of peace, but in 
fase of the Empire ening to war, we 
are to remain absolutely neutral.” y 

Tn conclusion, Mr. Borden aaid that 
the passing of the present bill’ would 
not. prevent Canada trom taking o 
personal share in the defence of the 
Empire. It was the intention: of ‘tho 
Government to. canstruct naval dre- 
doke onthe AMlantic arid the Pacifie 
coasts in the immediate future. -Cau- 
ada could also coustruct and maintain 
naval basins, nlso providing torpedo 
boats for'their protection. She could 
build shipyards, as the Admiralty had 
preinised to give contracts for the 
‘uilding of the smaller war vessela to 
Canadian shipyards. 

“All this,” said Mr. Borden in clos- 
ing. “‘can be done without destroying 
our autonomy."

Fer thirty-four days after this catas- 
trophe Mawson and Mertz struggled 
across the plateau on the verge of 
starvation until on January 17 Me 
too succumbed as a result of exposure 
and want of food. For a further twen- 
ty-two * Mawson strug- 
gied on alone with a few starving 
ogs as his sole companions. That 
he did not go mad under such con- 
ditions was wonderful, and the ac- 
count of his journey, when he tells it, 
will prove one of the greatest stories 
of Antarctic heroism.

There will be a xav- 
ing of 57) per cent in the production 
cost of stamps. 

This cew machine. which prints. 
gums, dries, pecforates and elther cuts 
into sheets or winds into cull» 12,000 
stamps ip one minnte, will suve the 
government several million dullurs in 
the cust of stamps alone In the course 
of a few years. The bureau of euxrav- 
ing and printing now turns out 40,000,- 
000 stamps dally. but with the use of 
the new machine and because of the 
Increased demand It will be able to 
manoufactore many more millions a 
day... 

Previously it bas been necessary to 
wet stamp paper to get ap Impresaton 
from the engraved ink covered plate. 
but Mr. Stickney has made {t possible 
to do away with the hand wetting 
procesa and to substitute dry printing. 
Mr. Stickney’s Invention will revolu- 
tontze plate printing. which hereto- 
fore bas involved much manual labor 
and time. Now stamps can be printed 
perfectly from a roll of paper at bigh 
spood.—New York World.
